Thank you to the women who helped make 24 more 
quilts for the 2""^ FCLC quilting marathon held the week 
of April 26^^ Our newest quilts were displayed in the 
Sanctuary on the weekend of May 8^^ and The Lu- 
theran World Relief program will be sending them to 
places in the world where people need them the most, 
especially to areas where people have lost homes and 
to those who have never had much shelter to begin 
with. The quilts are used for bedding (often on the 
ground) and can be used for room dividers or exterior 
walls of makeshift homes. 

Lutheran World Relief sent a large shipment of quilts to 
Haiti immediately following the earthquake disas- 
ter. Medical staff volunteers in Haiti have had to 
use quilts to provide privacy for the injured and 
for patients having exams or surgeries. Among other 
needs, they are used by the very poor for carrying their 
few possessions. Every quilt is important to the indi- 
viduals or families receiving them. 

FCLC will continue to occasionally have week long 
marathons. Thank you to those who have donated ma- 
terials. At this time we need filler material (the middle 
layer) such as used clean flannel sheets, bedspreads, 
curtains, blankets, cotton batting, and terry 
cloth.
